In 
May, 
1961. 
engineers 
discovered crum bling p i e r s 
on the old Bailey bridge at 
the foot of Afton Ave. The 
bridge w as closed off to tra f­ 
fic and 
shortly 
afterw ards 
the bridge was dism antled. 


Y ardley folks, particularly 
Afton Ave. businessm en, felt 


then that the life blood line 
to this tiny town had been 
shut off. 


In June 
1961. 
the 
new 
Scudder Falls Bridge opened 
less than a m ile 
upstream 
from Y ardley and a new life 
line was opened up. 


Within the last two years,

town” -— 
Now Under Way 
—A new six-store shopping 
center is now being built on 
Main St., with six addition­ 
al stores in a Colonial motif 
scheduled later.

S. Main St. has been pur­ 
chased by an Ewing Town­ 
ship m an and his wife who 
plan to build 
a hardw are 
store and tool rental agency. 


—An old unsightly building 
at Afton Ave. and Main St. 
has 
been

modeled and is now doing a 
hustling business as a drug­ 
store and soda shop. 


—Three 
new 
apartm ent 
buildings have already been 


built, and a fourth is under­ 
way on River Road within 


the borough limits.

pletely cut ourselves off. and it 
eliminates our equal vote on the 
Delhaas board and our budget 
considerations,” Ciccantelli said. 
Ciccantelli said the break with 
Delhaas places Tullytown on an 
island. 
"I believe we should have a 
foot in the door,” Ciccantelli add­ 
ed. "And, as much as I am in 
favor of the dissolution I can not 
agree with the instrumentation of 
the principle." 
2-Member Debate 
At this point, the meeting nar­ 
rowed down to a two-member de­ 
bate between Mrs. Aret and Cic­ 
cantelli, and soon afterwards, oth­ 
er board members and several 
citizens argued with Ciccantelli. 
In referring to the school reor­ 
ganization act, Act 561, which had 
hit a snag in legislation at the 
last session, Mrs. Arzt said the 
act would inevitably be passed, 
and by breaking from the Del­ 
haas Jointure, Tullytown would 
be in a more advantageous posi­ 
tion at the time it became ef­ 
fective. 
“Only Chance”
